The right of petition , secured uuder the 
Magua Chftiin of British Liberty, is in 
danger in this Province 1 Two or throo 
years ago the Logialatnro passed au 
Act giving the Bubject the rifjht, by 
petition, to enter the commou courts 
. of the country as a Buitor against the 
GoT«rnuiont, thus enabling parlies 
.. having^, or conceiving they had, chiima 
against the GoTornmeut to nook ro- 
cLroM in tha ordinarj way. That Act 
leaves We'Tcsy to justibe in the handa 
^ gi^j^Qg^^i^X !llel)re»^ntatiy6}| who 
may open the-door to tiie subject by 
writing on iile petition, "Let Bight b« 
ddho;" or keep it shut by refusing to 
V ^do-sq. to fche present eyery prav- 
„ •;cio>:,peraiiB8ipn to enter tjie courts 
ipiP^at/jh of justice has met with stern 
xafasali We believe it is due to the 
•"Qdepn's Bei)raa8ntative in this Pro- 
vince to say that he has been restrain- 
ed by his MiuistorB, who. contend, as 
we think wrongly, that the fiat — "Let 
Bight be doiio"— can only issue on 
their advice. Here, indeed, is an 
anomaly. The deiendant shuts the 
door of justics and puts the key in his 
pockotl la the defendant the proper 
party to bo ontruBtod with tho key?

Thus the right of 'petition, the sac rod 
' Tbirtfiright of every* Briton, is virtually 
taken away. And, as if to add iuault 
to injury, Miniaters and tlioir obGdicuL 
followers bnva the lioartleHsness to 
stand up in their places in Parliament 
•nd toll the injured suppliant to go 
' geek justioe in the very courts whose 
doors they have bolted and ban-ed 
against them I Thus are they, by 
treacherous undercurrents, driven from 
Ssylla only to be wrecked on Charybdis. 
They are aekod to appeal from King 
Log to King Stork. Nor can it h» 
fairly contended that those cl&imautg 
are debarred on account of their claims 
being frivolous and uudesorving of in- 
vestigation. It is not impoaaible that 
some of them may to a certain extent 
partake of that character; but certain 
it is that others reveal acta of ojiprcssioii 
and cruel wrong which would oxpo80 
a private individual to criininHl ])ro- 
cesdinga.

Be said that before the 
last elootion he and his colleague had 
pledged themselves to vote for no relaxa- 
tion of the Terms of Union •without the 
consent of the electors bsiug first ob- 
tained. The Local Govorumont had re- 
laxed the Terms with the popular «ut- 

r-'^-nnir, and he had opposed tham (cheers). 
If Edgar had been negotiated with 1000 
men would have commenced work in 
April at Esquimalt, but now they could 
not commeuco till tho fall (groans). The 
hon. gentlomuu than procoedsd to bUmo 
the QoTermneiit for not having aaked 
from Eilgar, among other boons, a modi- 
fied tariff (Loiul chooiing and cries of 
"that's it.")

disastrous results therefrom (choors). 

ahowed that under the New Terms 
Canada was only bonnd to connect in 

, 1890 with tho American system of linil- 

■• way, and that Ounaila might bo 30 yosrs 
in building the rest of tlio road through 
British territory. Ho had gone agiinst 
the Govornmeiit becaueathey had altered 
the Terms ol Union without the people's 
oonsent. Ho was pledged to thi^ course 
when he was elected (hoar, hear). He 
contended that tho Government had no 
right to submit tho matter to arbitration 
without askingtho popnlar approval, and 
in aotiua; as they had done thoy had dis- 
regarded tho solemn rasolution of tho 
House passed last session.

In only 
one inatanoa (London) was direct bri- 
bery proved against the sitting member, 
who was consequently declared ineligi- 
ble for re-eleotioQ. 5 members |>Btitiou- 
od against were oonfirmad in their seats, 
and in two cases tho petitions wore with- 
drawn or broke down. Of tho 29 mom- 
bors unseated, 18 wore Government sup- 
porters, 10 Opposition, and 1 Indopou- 
dent. Of those confirmed in their scats, 
and in two cases the petitions were with- 
drawn or broke dowS; Of tha 29 mem- 
bars unseated, 18 wera G'ovarnmQnt sup- 
porters, 10 Opposition, and 1 Independ- 
ent. Of those confirmed in their seats, 
•A were Liberals aud 3 Liboral-Couserva- 
tivos. The only instance in which even 
tho suspicion of partiality was expressed 
against any of the Judges was in that of 
Pictou— which will long be. remenal^ered 
as a purely partizan trial. Serisral cases 
are still unsettled, among them Cape 
Breton, larerneis and Victoria. 

AusTR.VLi.v Cattlb Trade. — Advices 
from Melbourne state that abundant sup- 
plies of fat sheep aud cattle had brought 
them to "boiling down" prices. The 
process of exporting fresh meat in the 
canisters had led to disastrous losses, and 
a conviction that the prices obtained in 
London, during the past two yaars did 
uot leave qnito one penny per pound as 
not proceodi of tho mutton. Govornmeiit 
statistics of the various colonies show 
tiiat from tho Slst of Docombnr, 1807, 
whou this industry was ostablisiied, to 
December Slat, 1873, ahoop in Australia 
and Tasmania had inoresed from 38,866,- 
098 to 45,796,270"; eattle from 2,574,133 to 
5,123,458. It was estimated that the na- 
tural increase of 1874 would bring up tho 
number of sheep to 50,000,000, and tho 
number of cattle to 5,750,000, making an 
increase of sheep in seven voars of 11,- 
000,000, and of cattle of 3,000.000; after 
supplying the population, aud slaughlor- 
iug for export o/ meat and tallow for 
that period 5,600,000 sheep ami 75,00.) 
cattle. In New Zs.ilaiul, in tho ahovo six 
years, sheep had increased from 8,418,570 
to 11,691,863; cattle, from 312,835 to 
494,113.

Municipal Election Trial. 

[Uofoi-o JuilgoCroaBu.l 

Before entering upon tho Election Pe 
titionMr. A. R. Robertson, Q. C.,movad 
that tho prohibition served on tho Muni 
oipal Council against a new election ba 
quashed, on the ground that prohibitions 
only lie against inferior courts or pre- 
tended courts from superior courts when 
thoy have oxceodod their jurisdiction. 
That the Council are uot a court, and if 
they were their proceedings in the case 
were not in oontravontiou of tho law. 

Mr. MoCreight, Q. C, contended on 
the other hand that the resignation of J. 
S. Drumraond was not good and tho 
Council could not move for a new eloo- 
tion till after tho Election Petition was 
docided for the decision ^, might declare 
Morton Mayor. 'He alsd'quotad cases in 
which prohibitipn lay against Corpora- 
tions aud oven dgainst private parties for 
nuisance. 

The conduct of tho Council in order- 
ing a now oloction under tha oirouni- 
stauces was equivalent to this: That the 
Court might daoida what , it liked, but 
thoy would hold -an election and elect 
whom they pleased, and in so doing thoy 
woro guilty of contempt of Court. lie 
did uot mean to say that there was any 
wrong intention iu this; but it was quite 
possible to be guilty of oontempt of 
Court innoosHtly. 

Mr. Drake drew the attention of tha 
Court to the fact that the Mayor was a 
judicial authority aud by tho Municipal 
Act of 1865 the Council was a Court of 
Rovision, and referred to Mr. Justice 
Gray's decision that tho Pilot Court wera 
a Court and that. my body of men so con- 
stituted aud holding such authority wn.* 
a Court, aud that iu ordering a new elec- 
tion this action w.-xs in contravention 
with tha authority of tho Supremo Court. 

Mr. A. E> Eobortson oontandad that 
tho petitioners had not been able to find 
a single instance in whioh a prohibition 
had been awarded against a Corporation, 
and that a prohibition would not lie. 
Also, that a Corporation was not a Court, 
except 80 far as the Mayor is cx ojjkio a 
Justice of the Peace. Ho contended that 
it was assuming too much to say that the 
Council would not respect the decision 
of the Court. It was most probabls, for 
instance, that if J. H. Drununond woro 
to bo elected on Mondiiy and thon tho 
Court woro to decide that Mr. Morton 
had been legally elected at tho last eloo- 
tion )lr. Drummond would bow to 
the ruling and resign. 

The Court then ruled as follows: 
That according to tlie Potition a wrong 
had been done, and the romo<ly was caH- 
od for. Ho did not think any oontempt 
of Court was iuteudod by the Council, 
and it was with groat reluctance that ho 
had interfered with a body elected by 
the popular Toice, But ho considered it 
his duty to decide the matter, if only to 
prevent the Corporation from being in- 
volved in fresh law suits, and 
believed he shoald best serve 
tho interest of all parties by 
suBtsining ti e ])rohibition. Prohibition 
suBlnined accordingly. 

Tho hearing of tho Election Po ition 
was than proceeded with. Mr. McCreight 
opened the case fur the Petitioner read 
the petition and drew the attentian of the 
Court to the salient points of the case, 

Mr. J. Orr was then called, and being 
sworn, was eianiiiiod by Mr. Drake and 
deposed that ho had been appointed Re- 
turning Offioor at tho lato Municipal 
Ejection; attended Yatoa Street Ward; 
that m^uy Chinese had. voted, some for 
Drummond and Rome for Morton; that 
Mr. Morton had protRstod, mainly on tho 
ground that thoy w«ro bought at so much 
a head. He waa furuishod by tho Muni- 
cipal Clerk with placards stating that 
each voter would only beallowad to vote 
once for Mayor although ho might be 
qualified in mora than oua Wwrd. He 
swore that all the documents, certificates, 
spoilt ballot-papers, etc., with the excep- 
tion of ono tendered ballot-ijapcr, wore 
returned, sealed up, put in a box and 
locked up in tho Municipal safe, and the 
key left in tho possession of Mr. L'iigh. 
On a box, said to contain tlio documents, 
being opened by the Municipal Clerk and 
tho contents shown to Mr. Orr, he said 
thoy did not appear to be all' there, that 
the seals had boon broken and some oi tho 
documents ho appeared unable to reoojj- 
ni/.o. lie doolarod that ho had never re- 
ceived a farthing either from Drummond 
or ]\rortou. 

Mr. Leigh, on being sworn, deposed 
that ho liiid uovor given instructions that 
only ono vote nhould lio cast by oach 
Vi)tor for M»3'Qr. Tlio bHllot-iiajiers. 
couutorfoila aud othor ilooiiinanta allud- 
ed to in Mr, Orr's oviilonco wero returnod 
to him on the night of tho olectior., and 
were locked up and had uovor 
boon opened, but Iwico sincn. 
IIo would not allow r.i^y of tho docu- 
nioiito to he touched except upon propsr 
application and ia tho prop^'iu^o of pro- 
pur p(?r.-50U."i. llo llisn ri.'iut a li!ttor from 
Win. Kooliau demauding an iuspootioii 
of tho list. I applied to tha Mayor and 
got it. Wm. Wilson, H. Saunders, W. 
Keohan.N SIiakcapeare and Ohas. Gowea 
wero present wli-m the box was opened. 
The dociiiui'iili had boon sealed up, but 
in Hucli a r/sy tlisit it wiia no good. Tiiis 
wr.s the only tiran thoy wero oiioucd un- 
til yesterday, when they wore oponod in 
the preionca of Mr. Dr&ke for the pur- 
pose of taking those proceedings.

Nothing 
can give ii bettor idea of the relative cre- 
dit of different countries than the posi- 
tion thoy occupy on tha Stook Exchange. 
Judged by this standord, tho Dominion 
cJoaupies a high -position, for only four 
kinds of stock can be issued at a lower 
charge than that at which Canada c.^.n 
borrow. England, it is said, cun get 
money for 3>^ per cent., India for 4, 
Holland for 4,'.,, and Canada for4>i. 

Pnnr.TO L.vnd.s.— Tho evident rotnc- 
lanoo of the Govornmout to placo before 
tho llouso Ihu inform.Tlion very propurly 
sought by tho luoraber for Now Wost- 
minstHr, ou Friday, touching timber lea- 
ses, land grants itc. , made a very un- 
favorable imptos.^ioii.

All of 
them woro in apparent sotiud health, 
and as good-hiimorod as circumstan- 
cos' Would permit. The proper name 
of tho mother aiul father of the child- 
ron in Ilalui. Tho babies were viBilod 
by hundreds of ladies from all parta 
of tho city,, and some -wlio lived out of 
it. A number of these came in carria- 
ges. At least 6 score of pbynioiaus 
cillcd to see the phenomena of nature, 
one pliyaician coming from Washing- 
ton, and anoliior fi<jm Philadelphia. 
Tho babies wore christened on Wed- 
nesday by _Bev. Father Malloy, of St. 
John's parish, at the request of tho 
inother. Thoy woro named respective- 
ly Sarah, Mary, Kato, and Jouuio.aud 
each was duly laljellod to ]n-ovcnt tbeni 
from becoming mixed, which would 
Otherwise bo likely to happen, as thoy 
are as much alike as four peas. Last 
evening Miss Sarah waked up and WB-a 
invited to take supper, but the room- 
ful of strangers ruffled her temjjor, 
and she demonstrated to the audience 
tho sounduoBS of her lungs. Afisses 
Kato, Jennie, and Marj, in the mean- 
while, continued their nap. Mrs. 
Ilahn was quite ill, but no doubt was 
e.xprossod by physicians that she will 
recover, and tho prospects that the 
cliildrou will live aud thrive are quite 
[uomising. When the announcement 
was made at 9 o'clock last night that 
habies rofusod to receive any more 
viiutors until this morning, the pave- 
ment iu front of tlio Iiouse was crowd- 
ed with ladies, wlio wont regretfully 
away. Tho father of tho children is 
thirty years old, was born in^Ger- 
many, but came to this country when 
one year old. Mrs. Htihn, who is also 
thirty years of ago, was born in tho 
United States. She has for several 
years been in delicate health, and for 
tho past six weeks has been ill. Mr. 
llahu iH a cignrnmker, and has been 
out of work for six Tveoke. Yester- 
day ho attempted to steal away for a 
few moments to a neighbouring bar- 
ber shop to indulge in a shave, but he 
had only became seated in the ehair 
when orders came from his business 
innnager that tho visitors demanded 
to see him, and with an unshaven face 
and a sigh of despair he returned to 
his post, aud tho audio uco wa'S ap- 
peased. The bouse is situated on the 
south side of liow-street, between tho 
Beluir market and Aisquith-street.

The empha- 
tic and persuasive luanue'rin which 
Lho advantages of a family ticket was 
urged by tho oarucst iiiouoy-lakor 
made its impression on the reporter, 
■and he passed up the winding stairway 
without biting.'at the golden opportu- 
nity. Upon reaching the top ho was 
admitted by a small man into a small 
rooin,in which thoro was a small stove, 
all corro.^poudiug to a nicety, uot to 
Bx^eak of the four small babies iu a 
small crib at one 1 side -of the room.

Tuck- 
ed in, two ai one end and two at the 
other, wore llio ohjoctH of interest, 
pos.sesiiiiu",' no poeuliarity dibtinct from 
othor bahios except their diminutive 
si7.o,not even a atrawboiTy mark being 
visil)lfl. Could thoy stand erect they 
might rcaoh tlio dignified height of 
one foot, and they might jioihaps turn 
the scales at abouL fivo pounds each. 
As might be supposed tliero is. u fund 
of amusing incidents oconrring con- 
tinually at such an exhibition, but 
thoy were under siioh peculiar circum- 
stanccs that tlicy will not bear a rept - 
titiun. It ia interosting to note tlio 
surprise manifested by many of tho 
women when admission money is de- 
manded. Quo fomalo endeavoured 
vainly for nearly half an hour yester- 
day to "dead head" lior way into the 
show. Others ])rescntod in the way 
of eijuivalont old clotlii-s, food, oon- 
fectionery, etc., amounting to stock 
enough to enable tl}e Hahns to open a 
country storo'.

A.t Rar- 
imm's hotel §25 was given by tho guests 
of tlio house, besides even a still larger 
amount from outsiders. At tho bar, at
